'memories because of the losses 
suffered 
in 
nice growing birds 
Coccidiosls is a disease caused by 
a microscopic animal parasite af- 
fechng 
the 
intestinas 
and 
the 
ceca. It occur* more frequently in 
groking chicken* and turseys than 
in 
adult 
birds, 
however, 
adult 
birds quite often auffei from the 
chronic form and serve as car­ 
riers. 
Ccccidiosls .s of 
greatest 
economic importance in growing 
birds because of the higher mor­ 
tality 
but 
adult 
hens 
Lnfected 
with the chronic type will not 
lay well. 
There aie as many as seven 
known species of coccidia found in 
chickens; other animals have their 
characteristic 
species. 
The coc­ 
cidia reproduce by forming occysta 
.which are passed off in the drop- 
I pings of the Infected bird. These 
j oocysts go through an Incubation 
period before they become Infec­ 
tive when picked up by dhe blnl. 
Warm, damp 
surroundingk are 
favorable to this incubation. 
W yipf—n and Damage Dane. 
Bloody 
droppings 
are 
telltale 
syrotoms of the cecal form. Those 
species that Infest the intestine 
usually do not produce blood. The 
followinng outward 
appearances 
are typical in all types of cocci- 
diosis: Ruffled feathers, paleness 
of face, loss of appetite, droopi­ 
ness. huddling, and seeking heat. 
Post-mortem 
examination 
will 
show swollen and inflamed condi­ 
tion of the ceca or Intestine de­ 
pending upon the species of co ­ 
d d le causing the damage. In the 
more severe cases blcod and a 
cheesy plug may be found in the 
ceca. and bleeding may be notic­ 
ed in the Intestines. 
Prevention and Control. 
The prevention and control of 
coccidiosis revolves around check­ 
ing the sporulation of the oocysts 
by sanitation and checking thr> 
bleeding and intestinal inilam m a- 
ticn by the use of an acidifying 
medicinal treatment Proper m edi­ 
cines stimulate the appetite and j 
create an unfavorable condition 
for the growth of the coccidia in 
the affected organs 
Skim milii 
oi molasses may be used in con­ 
nection with the medicinal treat­ 
ment for its nutritive value 
In 
checking sporulation by san ita­ 
tion tiie brooder house should be 
kept dry and cleaned frequently. 
The litter should be sprinkled with 
a good litter spray d.lu.ed with 
fuel oil and if properly done, this 
attack will kill the cocysts. Feed-! 
ers and watefgf* should be clean­ 
ed and disinfected frequently. Use 
gravel or wood tlats to keep tha 
ground 
dry around the 
water 
fountain.
